WHY THE PRESIDENT WENT T O • 
PARIS. 


Perhaps the most interesting part 
of Mr. Lansing’s book is that in which 
he tells in detail of his attempt to dis­ 
suade President Wilson from going to J 
Paris to attend the Peace Conference 
in person. 
Concerning the wisdom of 
the president’s course 
at 
that time 
there was very grave doubt among his 
staunchest 
friends 
and 
supporters. 
Mr. Lansing was very confident that 
ii was a capital 
mistake 
for him to 
leave this country. After telling of va­ 
rious interviews which he had with 
the president in relation to the Peace 
Conference, and 
of the 
arguments 
which he advanced against the presi­ 
dent’s going, he says: 
“On the evening of 
Monday, No- > 
vember 18, the president came to my 
residence and told me that he had fin­ 
ally decided to go to the Peace Confer- ( 
ence and that he had given out to the 
press an announcement to that effect. 
In view of the publicity given to his 
decision it would have been futile to ! 
have attempted to dissuade him from 
his purpose. 
He 
knew 
my opinion 
and that it was contrary to his. 
“After the 
president 
departed I 
made a note of the interview, in which { 
among other things I wrote: 
“ ‘I am convinced that he is making | 
one of the greatest mistakes of his ca­ 
reer and will imperil his reputation. 
I may be in error and hope that I am, 
but i prophesy trouble in Paris and I 
worse than trouble here. I believe the 
president’s place is here in America.’ 
“Whether the decision of Mr. Wil­ 
son was wise anti whether my prophe­ 
cy was unfulfilled I leave to the judg­ 
ment oi others. 
His visit to Europe .] 
and its consequences*are facts of his­ 
tory. It should be understood that the 
incident is not referred to here to jus­ 
tify my views or to prove that the pres­ 
ident was wrong in what he did. The 
reference is made 
solely 
because it 
shows that the the very outset there 
was a decided divergence of judgment 
between us iii regard to the peace ne- j 
gotiations. 
“ Whije this difference of opinion 
apparently in no way affected our cor­ 
dial relations, I cannot but feel, in re­ 
viewing this period of our intercourse, 
that my open opposition to his attend­ 
ing the conference was considered by 
the president 
ta be an 
unwarranted 
meddling with his 
personal 
affairs 
and was none of my business. 
It was, 
I believe, the beginning of his loss of 1 
confidence in my judgment and ad­ 
vice, w hich became increasingly mark­ 
ed during tile Paris negotiations. 
At 
the time, however, I did 
not 
realize 
that my honest opinion affected the 
president in the way w hich I now be­ 
lieve that it did. 
It had always been 
m^ practice as secretary of. state to 
speak to him with candor and to dis­ 
agree with him whenever I thought he 
was reaching a wrong decision in re­ 
gard to any Plaiter pertaining to for­ 
eign affairs. There was a general be- 1 
lief that Mr. Wilson 
was 
not open­ 
minded and that he was quick to re­ 
sent any 
opposition 
however 
well 
founded. 
I had not found him so dur­ 
ing the years we had been associated. 
Except in a few> instances he listened 
with consideration to arguments and 
apparently endeavored to value them 
correctly. 
If, however, the matter re­ 
lated e\en 
remotely 
to*his personal 
conduct he, seemed unwilling to de­ 
bate the question. 
My conclusion is 
that he considered 
his 
going to the 
Peace Conference was his affair sole­ 
ly and that he viewed my objections 
as a direct criticism of him personally 
for thinking of going. 
He may, too, , 
have felt that 
my 
opposition arose 
from a selfish desire to become the I 


head 
of the American Commission. 
From that time forward any sugges­ 
tion or advice volunteered by me was 
seemingly viewed with suspicion. 
It 
was, however, long after this incident 
that I began to feel that the president 
was imputing to me improper motives 
and crediting me with disloyalty to 
him personally, an attitude which was 
as unwarranted as it was unjust.’’ 
In this suggestion of Mr. Lansing’s 
that if the president had not gone to 
I ar is he, Lansing, 
would 
have been 
the head of the American Commission, 
we may have the real explanation of 
why the president finally determined 
to take part personally in the Peace 
Conference. 
We know, now, what we 
did not know then, that Mr. Lansing’s 
views as to the manner in which the 
peace should be made were utterly at 
variance with those of President Wil­ 
son. For Mr. Lansing to have been put 
at the head of the American Commis­ 
sion would have been to make it cer­ 
tain in advance that the president’s 
views could not possibly be laid bef< 
Hie Conference sympathetically an 
forcefully. 
To have 
refused to ap­ 
point Mr. Lansing as the head of the 
Commission would have bfcen to slight 
him in a way which would have pro­ 
voked, at least, the disagreeable com­ 
ment 
and 
aroused 
unnecessary an­ 
tagonism at a time when the fate of 
the world would, more or less, have 
been injured by it. 
The best thing, 
under the 
circumstances, 
to do was 
done and Mr. Lansing was taken along 
as excess baggage. 
No wonder that 
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while still a member 
Lansing vented his 
Mr. 
ever since, even 
of the cabinet*, 
chagrin in captions 
criticism 
of the 
man who elevated him to the higli of­ 
fice he held. 


BEWARE THE “PORK BARREL” 
PLAN. 


It is always seasonable to consider 
good roads. 
Here is a theme as sta­ 
ple for conversation as the weather. 


It happens that these two things are 
related. 
With the right sort of wea­ 
ther, roads are tolerable; with the 
other sort, roads are unspeakable. But 
those who have need of the roads do 
not want to use the roads only when 
the weather is suited; they want to 
use the roads in spite of the w eather. 
So, here is a part of the problem. 
It is not to be denied 
that, 
more 
and more, roads are vital to the fabric 
of civilization. The advent of the gas­ 
oline motor has made roads an abso­ 
lute necessity. 
The cost of upkeeping 
a motor car has an intimate relation 
to the kinds of roads over which it 
must propel itself. 
Bad roads, high 
cost; good roads, minimum cost. 
All 
of this is really in the primary depart­ 
ment of a good roads discussion. 
Missouri awakened to these facts 
and in the last election voted to issue 
$60,000,000 of bonds to meet the good 
roads needs of the state. 
This fvas 
well done, but more remains. , 
The coming extra session of the leg­ 
islature will decide 
how this great 
fund will he spent, what manner of 
roads will be built, arid where. 
The 
importance of the task is tremendous 
and the danger of grave mistakes is 
great. 
Already sinister efforts are being 
made to coil Vert the great project into 
a “pork barrel’’ scheme for each coun­ 
ty, rather than to construct a state­ 
wide system of hard' surfaced 
high­ 
ways serving every section of the com­ 
monwealth.

Warned of these efforts it may be 
expected that the legislators will not 
be beguiled by the arguments of those 
behind the movement and led into tak­ 
ing action that w<fuld.nullify the whole 
plan upon which the 
great sum au­ 
thorized to be spent is based.
